Tlu rcMLW of the exploits of ran .Jets Si’s nnccstois, winch 
forms the iiitroduclorj’ pirl of tlu jiof m, is not the monotonous 
reading one might txptit, on the contrar\,thc \er;\ conciso- 
nc^'S of tlu nirratixc and the lapid succession in which the 
H.dient events are mentioned one after another, though not 
alw aj 8 ni dvu, chronological order, gives to the vciscs a move- 
ment which appears varied and pleasant No doubt, the cmi- 
nciitlj epical and romantic chaiacicr of the personages thom- 
sches and of then c\i)loits grcatlv contributes to create such 
an miprcshion It is the story of a gradual but at tho same 
time aiua/mglv rapid conquest on tho part of a vigoious taco, 
who 111 the narrow space of four generations succeeded in sub- 
jugating to its sway the gioatcat jiart of the Rajpiitana dosoit 
from the chain of the A.rnvnlh to tho bod of the Naivv^al, a 
stretch of over three hundred miles As the protagonists of 
tins prodigious conquest file off before our eyes, one after 
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another, shrouded m their armouis, fancy we can still see 
the fire of the eyes in their emptj' orbits and hear the cry ith 
which they used to encourage their men at the time of the on- 
slaught They breathe life through the immortal verses of the 
bard and react the storj of their lives, a story of battles^ 
From the small outpost of Salavarl ^ assigned to him by his 
relative the rSula of Slahevo, Cudo, a man without mheritance, 
makes himself loi’d of Mandora and gams the dignitj’ of rau 
(2-0) Then snatches Nagora from the Muhammadans and 
subjugates a considerable portion of the territory of the l\Iohi- 
las m the north-east, thus founding a largo pnncipaliU (7-9) 
But just as he reaches the apogee of his glorj , a coalition formed 
agamst him bv the governor of Multan, the ran of Pugala, and 
the Sakhalas of Jagalu surprises him unprepared at Nagdra and 
compels him to take the only honourable course open to a 
Rajput in similar straits sally forth and rush mto the thick- 
est of the enemy to court an immortal death (11 20) His 
prmcipality falls to pieces, but Mandora remains to his sons 
and one of these, Ema Mala, with the help of rano Mokala of 
Citora succeeds in unitmg in his hands the possession of Man- 
dora and of Sojhata, another important stronghold north-west 
of the Aravalh Rma Mala’s death is even more unfortunate 
than bis father’s, for Kubfad, the despot of Citora murders 
him in his sleep and deprives his son and heir of all his pos 
sessions (21-24) This son and heir is Jodhd Dnven into 
exile b}' the assassm of his father this young man sharpens his 
sword in a hut of the desert and prepares himself for a deter- 
mmed guerrilla against the garrisons placed by Kubho in the 
land which is his One after the other the outposts of Citora 
are shattered to pieces by the sword of the Rathdra, Mandora 
IS reconquered, and Mewar itself is attacked and ravaged (25-30) 
The land is thus redeemed and Rma j\Iala is avenged, but the 
spectre of the latter is not satisfied until Jodhd makes a pil- 
grimage to Gaya to make for his father the offer of the funeral 
cakes (31-33) Before passing away from the scene of the 
w'orld, Jodhd adds to his fame yet another laurel a victoiv 
obtamed over the Pathanas at Fatehpur (34-37) 

With Jodhd’s son, Vlko, begins the mdependent history of 
Bikaner This enterprising youth leaves his motherland and 
goes to settle on its northern borders among the Sakhalas of 
Jagalu (40) Thence, tummg his eyes to the north-east where 
a vast tract of country partly in the hands of peaceful Jatas 
and partly of bellicose Mohilas invites his ambition, Vikd embarks 
on a campaign of conquest which m a short time makes him the 
lord of all the desert from the borders of Pugala to those of 
Hissar, and from the Ghagghar stream to the borders of NSgdra

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With his victorious sword, he now knocks at the door of 
Divaraura, Mumana-Vahana (43), Depalapura, Bhatan^ia, 
Vlthondd, Saras6 (44), Himsara Nagara, Naraharl (46), Fateh- 
pura (46), and Nag6ra (47) , the State of Bikaner is thus estab- 
lished and the foundations of its capital are also laid in 
Sam vat 1642 (49) What a splendid monument of human en- 
terprise and determmation this man, Vlk6, leaves to his pos- 
terity 1 Departed from the cliffs of Mandora with a handful 
of followers, he now possesses an army capable to accept a 
fight with powerful enemies like the Langahs of Multan (43, 
48), the imperials of Jhu]hanu (46), and the sitbedar of Ajmer 
(47) ' But the glorious figure of "Vlkd has already passed away 
to leave room on the screen for his great son, Luna Karana, the 
formidable “ homed bull,” the “ sun of the race ” as the bard 
IS pleased to call him 

The bard must have seen the best days of the rule of Luna ^ 
Karana, and this explains why his description of the exploits 
of this mler is more detailed and accurate Unscrupulous to f 
the point of dispossessing a younger brother to make himself! 
more secure (63-4), Luna Karana is not slow m loosenmg 
the stnngs of his purse to captivate the affections of his 
subjects he feeds the poor m a year of famine (64-6), and 
mgratiates to himself the bards by gifts of horses and ele- 
phants (56, 62) The newly founded capital of the desert, the 
city of Bikaner, is already dressed m all the pomp and cir- 
cumstance of a great court gems glitter m the darbar hall, 
chiefs of rank attend, caparisoned elephants are tied at the 
posts outside the gate, flags flutter on the top of the palace, 
while bards and dancers from Gujarat recite panegyrics and 
perform m the presence of the Rau (61-6) But the sword of 
Viko does not rust m the hands of his son, nor do the comforts 
of prospenty make the latter forget that fightmg spirit which 
had made possible the creation of a State so vast and which was 
now required to defend and consolidate it One of the great 
military achievements of Imna Kaiana is a defeat which he by 
means of a night attack mflicts on Muhammad Klhan of Nagora, > 
who had brought an army agamst Bikaner (67-61) Another 
18 an expedition which he makes mto the territory of Jesalmer 
puttmg the Bhatls to flight and compellmg the helpless Raula 
to take shelter withm the walls of the capital, while the Rathdra 
cavalry raids the country all around (67-73) A third campaigns c 
is one agamst the Rau of Jodhpur, and this is undei’taken byU 
Luna Karana in company with the Kh5n of Nagdra (74-5) I 
Elated by all these victories and burning with the desire of 
new conquests, the son of Vikd the undaunted and indomitable 
Luna Karana, unfurls once more his banners and leads his army 
towards the east (76) With hghtning rapidity he takes Dlda- 
vand and puts the Mewari feudatories to flight (78-9), then, 
remforced by Daulat Khan of Nagdra (?, 80), marches on Jhuj 
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jhiinu, nncl Uicnco 1)\ the \\a\ of Xnmharl nntl .Smj'hfino clirccfs 
Ins nrin\ lownuls '\iTran()]a (81) But ulule he is encamped 
at I’aficcrl, a large hod\ of Pathfinas falls on him (S2) Tiio

Such were the deeds of the ancestor^ of lets ,Sl thcgroit 
run who now adorns with his person the j/rnWi of Bikaner He 
IS of course, a son of Luna Kar.uia and a might\ giant Idee hu 
father, an morollable pillar sol up aa it were to support the 
weight of the skj (qt) Look at the ma}es(\ of this monarch 
who, wise ns Sahadea a, sits under the regal para-ol fanne 1 B\ 
chowries of a spotlc-s white (^3) ' Ten gnat chieB scr^e at 
his gate (Oh) And who can desenhe the splendour of hu 
capital and the prospcriU of hi« sulijects ’ In tlic strci'ts of 
Bikanei \oii bcc to-da\ so innch silk that ^on realh wonder if 
this IS the Jangnln comitre ' or not rather Knsiinr (9'>) Ei cn • 
where beautiful women full of grace and modcsti, c\cr\whcre 
fierco-lookmg warriors used to handle the sword (100) otcr\ 
wlicic stables of horses, c\cr\ where gold and all kinds of 
wealth (101) And how beaut ifnl the cit\ witli its ncli )ia?ar 
crowded by merchants, lonls of foes its ncit Bnlroines, its un- 
conquerable ramparts, its impassable moat (102) itt. tanks 
brimming with water' Is tins not a return of the Bnpp\ 
reign of Bainn o\ er the earth (10*1) ’ What a contrast makes 
the peaceful prospenta of the mhahitants of Bikaner with the 
cntnchsmic condition of poor Hindustan! Hero rulers and 
subjects, provinces and pnncqmliticH, are tossed about like help- 
less rafts m*a storm, over since a few acar^ ago the barbarians 
from the north, the frightful Mugals of B^bar, swept over the 
country like a deluge 

What a rapid progress wns theirs! One after the other 
Bhnldiara, Arora (113), Satalamcra (Ho), Diaariura (IIG) 
Mumana-Vahana, Marota (117), tJca, Wfilatina (117), Bheharo, 
Bago (IIS) Bhnmbhon, Mangalora, Jamu (118), Simmdra, 
Laliora, Depajapura (110), Bajaanrd, Kothl (123 , SamSna 
(123), and mana other places aaere swept aa\a> like straa\-s 
In vam the emperor Tbralum tried to arrest the irruption , 
though his army numbered more than a hundred thousand it 
aaas of no avail and he aaas himself oaeicome and killed

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(124-6) Dhlll, Ag&rd, and Bayan6 fell into the hands of 
Bahar (126-7), the Pathanas were pursued as far as Canden 
(127), Jaupura was taken, and Ajodhya with the whole of 
Bihar, even as far as Jagannatha and Pandu6, was subjugated 
(127-130) The E^n6 of Mewar, Sag6, the door of Hinduism, 
marched on Agaro deteimmed to free the oountry from the 
Mugal pest, but at Sikari, alasi, was defeated, clipped of his 
pnde, and deprived of his elephants (132-6) Then came the 
turn of Alavara and the other cities of Mewat, which country 
was overrun and subjugated together with Amben, SSbhari, and 
Nag6ra (137-140) In short, all the strongholds of Hmdustan 
have crumbled one after the other to dust under the tread of 
the Mugals, and all the prmces and chiefs have bowed their 
heads m submission , onl\ Bikaner remams firm and incrol- 1 
lahle like an island of rook m the middle of the tempest (141) 
Now Bahar is dead, and his sons have mhented his con- 
quests One of these Kamard, or as the Muhammadans would 
call him, Kamran, has set himself up as an mdependent 
sovereign m Lahdra, n hence lookmg round he can see all 
the neighkourmg countries dommated by the Mugals ex- 
cept one, this one Bikaner Can the proud Kamard suffer 
rau Jeta Si to stand aloof unbendmg and unconcerned, 
when all the other chiefs of Bmdustan have come to do hom- 
age and to pay tribute ^ No, no Jeta Si too must bow his head 
Arms ! arms ! we will march against this Bau of the desert 
Orders are given and from all parts of the country the Mugal 
soldiers assemble m Lahdra (142-4) What a huge army ! 
What frightful faces ! Tall and stout, with broad distorted 
features, red-complexioned, vith monkej'-hke visages, armed 
with bon s of the weight of thirty-five iankas, the Mugals gather 
lound their whmnymg horses (145-161), horses of all colours 
(162) and breeds raountam-breds, Ma'akis, Tartars, Arabs, 
lOiurasanls, Makuranis (163), and mountmg m a fury (154), 
take the road of the south (155) Accompamed by the sound ' 
of narhke drums and other instruments of all descriptions, 
like a multitude of noisy cranes (168-9) they come down m a 
cloud of dust, taking delight as they march m shootmg arrows 
at the birds of the sky ( L60) — those terrible arrows of theirs 
which never miss (148) 1 The Satalaja is crossed, and passmg 
between Vlthond6 and Abhohara ‘ (161), the Mugal army 
swoops doivn upon Bhatanera ® (162) 

Here the\^ surround the fort and pitch their tents Kheta Si 
Ararakamaldta, a Kadhala Bathbra, one of the bravest and 
most faithful of Jbta Si’s vassals, is m command of the fort, and 
to him the Mugals send envoys to suggest submission (163-4) 
Opening his mouth as wide as he can, the Eathora warrior with

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the full force of his wrath and indignation howls in reply to 
the enemy ‘ Come, Sultan I Come and face my spear'” 
(166) A reply worthy of a Rathdra ' The Mugals besiege the 
fortress (167) and begm to ram into it a hail of arrows (168) 
and cannon shots (169), but the defenders hold firm until the 
besiegers escalade the walls and pour inside like the innumer- 
able host of the monkeys of Rama when thev took Lafika 
(170-1) Bhatan^ra is expunged, but Kheta Si is not a prisoner 
with a garland of tulasi round his neck (171) and the naked 
J sword in his hand, the son of Araraka Mala throws the gate 
open (174) and sallies forth like a mad elephant to spread des- 
truction m the enemy camp He is at last overcome by 
numbers, but what matters? Even though he is killed and 
Bhatan^ra is taken, the banner of glory which he has planted 
in the sands of Marwac flies high and conspicuous over the 
whole plam of Hmdustan (176) ' 

Emboldened by their success agamst Bhatanbra, the Mugals 
lose no time in contmumg their march southwards, and rush 
into the Thai! (177-9) With aU the speed of their horses they 
come down, one hand holding the reins and the other the bow 
(180), and terror-stncken the population flees before them 
(181-4) As they advance, they appear so numerous that all 
the four directions of the sky seem to be filled with bustle and 
clamour (186) The news spread that an mgent Mugal army 
IS marchmg on Bikaner ' Presently the messengers from 
Kamard amve and declare before rau Jdta Si the terras which 
the Mugal kmg mtends to dictate “Come before Kamard 
( I without delay, and bring ten crores of gold, and a bnde 1187) 

'I On hearmg these mfamous proposals, the scion of Vikd, the 
'crown of the Rathdra clan, blazes forth his indignation with 
the fierceness of a fire aided by an impetuous wmd (188-9), and 
even before the messengers could shut their mouths, he drives 
them away crymg “ Avaunt 1 Avaunt' Go back to your 
Kamard and tell him that as Maid routed Nemjlr (190) so 
shall Jdta Si do to him Tell him that no Rathora has ever fled 
before a Muhammadan Tell him that Cudd beat Vijull Khan 
(191) Tell him that rau Sata Salla put to flight Pero] Khan 
Tell him that Pana Mala slew Mahamand Khan (192) Tell 
him that Jodhd killed Sarang Khan with his own hand, and 
that ran Satala routed Ser Khan (193) Tell him that Vikd 
drove before himself the imperials of Delhi Tell him that Dudo 
destroyed Smyo and took his elephants (194) Tell him that 
my father Luna Karana put to flight Mahamand Khan (of 
Nagdra), and that rSii Gagd routed the present chief of Nagdra 
and captured his elephants (195) In the same way shall I 
beat Kamard Avaunt ' Be gone ' ” Back go the messengers 
to the Patisaha and report that Jeta Si intoxicated with pride 
refuses to leave his fort (196) 

The Mugals who had halted some distance from Bikaner, 
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resuiue their march ns the sun sets, making straight for this 
city Maichmg all night by the light of their torches they 
arrive before Ihkaner at dnvbreak (203) What a sight the 
dense mass of elephants and horses and men advancing over 
the ondiilations of the sand, with their weapons, and shields, 
and armours, and caparisons glittering and spaikhng m the 
morning sun ' rommg light under the walls of the city, they 
beat then drums (207), and holdmg their bows high over their 
heads, cry with one voice * Let us block the gate of the fort 
and raid the country (20S) ' ” But J^ta Si, pushing before him- 
self his fiightened subjects like a boar its little ones is aheady 
leavmg the foit to frustrite the enemi' design The Mugals 
arrive just m time to see him depait and to hear the deafenmg 
noise of his drums, but dare not provoke him and let him pass 
unmolested (209-13) Then they pitch then tents in the open 
(214-15) and send a detachment to occupy the fort, but a I 
Ra,jput fort, though vacated, is never given up without a/ 
sacrifice of blood Bhoja Raja, a Rupauta RathOra, and four 
Jetunga Bhatis have made a vow to defend it and keep up 
the honour of the Rajputs and with then manly bieasts block 
the passage of the gate to the invaders It is o:^y by passmg 
over their bodies that the Mugal cavalry can enter mto Bika- 
ner (210-17) 

An easj’- victory ’ , must have thought Kamard But rau 
J6ta Si has not been defeated nor has he fied he has only 
retired m order to rally all his forces and preserve liberty of 
movements Will he not evert himself now to liberate his 
country from the hated mvadeis * See smee he left Bikaner 
he has never rested, he has made the saddle of his horse his 
throne (218-22) He has collected all his warriors and he now 
only waits for the right moment to fall on the enemy and rout 
him (223) See the moment has already come There he 
stands, the hrave Rau, surrounded by his brothers and the 
flower of the Bikaner nobles, there he stands supervising the 
distribution of the horses preparatorj to the attack (227) 
One by one, the grooms lead the beautiful animals before the 
Rau, and one bv one the nobles mount on saddle under his 
eyes Each wainor leceives a charger northy of himself, 
indeed, they are all splendid beasts, worth a lac each or more, 
and represent all the best breeds found over the face of the 
earth, not evciudmg the foremost of all breeds, the breed of the 
divine horses of the Sun ' How can a poet describe them * 
Their pointed mobile ears are like an owl’s (245, 263, 344), their 
long necks like a cock’s (263, 277, 278, 2SS, 291) or a peacock’s 
(245, 282), their long nervous legs like a monkej’s (273, 291), 
their mouths so small that they can drink water from the hol- 
low of one hand (273, 276, 345), their breasts so strong that 
they can shatter to pieces even a wall (325, 346) Supple like 
fishes and agile like monkeys (278), they shy even at their owm 
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shade (338), and dance like a dancing-girl at the beating of 
hands (239, 262, 294, 316, 323, 324) , like peacocks they display 
their long tails in the air (252), and like monkej's (246, 267, 
277, 326 331) or like deer (242, 261, 292 320) they jump in a 
wonderful wise In swiftness they vie with the wind (260, 
276), and enable the nder to catch the neck of the fleeing deer 
between the bow and its string (277', 287, 312) And as for 
their training, well, they are so used to the bustle of battle 
that at the first beat of the varlike drums they are off with 
such impetus that no one would think of detaining them (289) , 
going straight for the enem5^ thev dash against the pomts of 
the spears and carry their rider so close to the adversary that 
be can fight him with a loiife, if it so pleases him (269) 

Han Ra]a is the first to mount on the horse Jethi (234), 
then follow Teja Si, the Rau’s brother, on Ganga]ala (235), 
Ratana Si, another brother of the Rau, on Singarathata (236), 
and Ramard, a third brother of the Rau, on Pabupasau (237) 
Then m due order mount Neta Si on Rovantapasau (238), 
Sagald on Gualera (239) Dugard on Valahd (240), Dedd ’ (241), 
Jd Maid on KJiavasa (242), Sakata Si on Katyanapafica (243), 
Narama on Paficaratana (244), Jagd, the Kachavahd, on Han- 
nota (245), Dugard on Mora (246), Amara on Karanlpasau 
(247), Gagd on Mukutacala (248), Prithl Raja on Jagirekha

banners (349-50) ” The horse is appeased at the sound of Jhta 
Si’s voice, and 6vc grooms at once jump on him and liberate his 
head from the halter and his feet from the shackles (351), and 
put on him the bridle, and the saddle, and the armour^ and the 
different oinaments (362-55) Ran Jhta Si puts his feet in the 
stirrup and mounts, like the Lord * on Garuda (366) 

Then, after marching the arm}' to a convenient distance 
from the Mugal camp (358 65), ran Jhta Si orders a halt for 
the purpose of distributing the armours The right moment 
for the attack has come men and horses are clad in steel as

J6ta Si cannot suffer to remam behind and vying m intrepidity 
w ith the bravest of his w'arriors, throws his Sarupa where the 
scufSeis the fiercest (377-81) Lilce a lion m a herd of elephants, 
so looks the gallant Rau among the Islamites (381-82) The 
Rathdra sw ords pla}' havoc smiting, and piercing, and shattering 
armours, and chopping heads and limbs (383-87), and the irre- 
sistible on'<laught gains ground with the rapidity of a deluge, 
till the camp is aU inundated and bursts on all sides like an 
overfilled reservoir w'hereof the embankments have given way 
(388-90) The Mugals are routed, and the camp is all a wel- 
tering mass of blood and carnage (393-95) Glory to Jdta Si ' 
For m the same way as Rama rescued Sita, even so has ho 
rescued his land (395), and has liberated from the impious 
barbarian the captured women and cows of Bikaner (308) 
E'^ult 0 land of 5laru ! For the invaders from Khurasan, the 
Mugals of Kamard, routed and decimated bv Jeta Si, are now' 
fleeing for their lives to Lahdra (399) ! 

, In spite of minor poetical inaccuracies and exaggerations, 

' which in a work of this kind arc quite excusable, the historicnl 
value of the mam information contained m the poem is indis- 
putable The Jc/a Si ro Chanda -was undoubtedly composed 
sliortly after Jeta Si’s Mctorv m Sanivnt 1591, at any rate it 
was certainlj composed before Sainvat 1598, m which vear 
Jeta Si fell on the field of honour while trying to defend 
Bikaner from the rapacious aggression of ran Mala Do of 
Jodhpur But the Jeln Si ro Chanda by Vltliu Suj6 is not the 
only work composed to celebrate the Bikanen victory over 
Klmran Another similar poem, bearing the same title and 
written on exactly the same plan and m the same style, is ex- 
tant in tlie Bikaner Dariiar Library , and it is obvious that 
thi^' too must hayc been composed on the same occasion 
This poem is somewhat bulkier and comprises 485 stanzas, but 
then uneof it*- author is unforf nnatcK not recorded However, 
then cm In no doubt tint this author must ha\c been a Car- 
arn, proViabh an emulator of our Sujo, and like the latter a 
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man ho ‘ nto the salt ’ of rau Jeta Si Smdhayaca Dayala 
Dasa in his KJiyafa of Bikanei ' mentions a poem m chanJas 
m honour of Jota Si composed Vlthu Meh6,* but m the 
absence of otlier and better evidence it would perhaps be too 
rash to infer that this Vlthu ISIehb is the author of the ades- 
potic Chanda Anyhov , the point that onlv matters here is the 
perfect agreement existing betw cen the tn o homonvmous poems 
in relation to the main facts related, an agreement which is 
espccnlh striking in the enumeration of the picked warriors of 
Bikaner who mount on horseback before the Ran, previous to 
the famous niglit battle Here not onh the names of the men 
are identical in both the accounts but even the names of then 
particular chargers are tlie same in both cases ^ Thus one 
poem conflrms tlie authenticitv of the other, and both taken 
together constitute an liistorical document of the first import - 1 
mice for the knowledge of this otherwise unknown episode of 
the histori of mcdiaeial India 

It IS, I think unncccssarv to give here a detailed account 
of the contents of the anonvinous Jeta St ro Chanda, as com- 
pareil with ours I liave alrcadj' said that the two poems are 
composed on exactlv the t-ame lines The anonymous Chanda 
also begins w ith a genealogical introduction much as our poem, 
the onlv difference between the two being that the former is 
much more diffuse, and instead of startmg from ran Cudo 
starts from Salaklio, ran Cudd’s grandfather The narrative 
however runs nidependentlv m each of the two accounts, and 
particulars which are omitted by Sujo are often gi\eu by 
Anonvni and vice versa , indeed in several places one poem 
integrates and supplements the other Thus the death of 
Babar which is not even so much as mentioned in Sujo’s poem, 
IS clearly alluded to bv Anonym (263 64), and the number of 
the Bikaneri cavalrv that routed Kamraii, which is not given 
b}' Siijo, IS described bx' Anonjmi as consisting of one thousand 
cuirassiers, probablv an approximative round figure (437) 
Again, the dav of the night battle is given as Saturday bv 
Su]6 (371) and as Sundax bv Anonym (456), a discrepancy 
which is easily accounted for by the supposition that the 
former considered the day precedmg the momentous night, and 
the latter the da^ following it This and other'^mor dis- 
crepancies show' that though composed on the same Imes, the 
tw'o poems are no slavish imitations of one another, on the con - 1 
trary, it is certain that they were written quite independently >

and that one poem is not a eopv nor a denv ation from the other 
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The close sunilanty, nay almost identity, of language, vocabu- 
lary, style, similes, etc , in the two works, is explamable with 
the consideration that both their authors belonged to the same 
period and to the same place, and had probably' gone through 
the same cumculum m their respective trainmg 

Of mmor importance are two short extemporaneous com- 
positions m chajtpaya kavittas, which likewise commemorate 
the battle m which Jeta Si routed Kamran The one is by Gor6 
and the other by Siv6, probably two contemporary Caranas of 
Bikaner But, as is generally the case with extemporaneous 
commemorative songs, these two compositions contam very 
little historical information beyond the mam statement that 
Jeta Si routed Blamran Both are m Pingala and are preserved 
in the same manuscript volume, dating from the time of Akbar 
and of ra]a Rai Sihgha of Bikaner * 

Thus there is ample contemporary evidence in existence to 
dispel any doubt that could possibly be entertamed as to the 
accuracy of the information supplied by the bardic and histori- 
cal literature of Bikaner concerning KamrSn’s expedition 
against this State and his subsequent defeat at the hands of 
rau Jeta Si The date given by the two Ohandas. for the latter 
event (Samvat 1691) falls withm the penod when Kamran, as 
we know from the Muhammadan chronicles, was consolidating 
himself m the Panjab From the Bikanen sources we know 
that Bhatan^ra, the important stronghold on the Bikaner-Pan- 
jab frontier, had been conquered by Kheta Si Ararakamalota, 
a vassal of ran Jeta Si, some time after the latter’s accession 
in Samvat 1683, or thereabout Naturally, Kamran must have 
felt tempted, if not actually compelled, to expel the Rathoras 
from Bhatanera, and after domg it, he probably resolved to 
contmue his march southwards and inflict on Bikaner such a 
blow as would prevent the Bathbras from attempting to re- 
conquer their lost conquest Though defeated and obbged to 
beat a hasty retreat from the fort of Bikaner, he did not fail 
m his object altogether, for Bhatanera remamed in his hands 
and the Rathbras were unable to reconquer it for several 
years The question remains as to whether Kamran led his 
expedition against Bhatanbra and Bikaner in person From a 
literal mterpretation of the poems it would seem that he did 
BO But a literal interpretation might be misleadmg in a case 
like this, as it is a common practice with the bards to exagger- 
ate the importance of an enemy army not only bv multiplymg

latter song has been edited and translated by the present writer in the 
" Progress Report” of the Bardic and Historical Survey of Bajpatana 
for the year 1916 (Jottm As Soc of Be S , xm, 1917, pp 242-4) 
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its numbers, but also by increasing the rank and authority of 
its leader Thus if a Eajput Chief of the time of Akbar has 
defeated a detach iiient sent bA the latter to reduce him to 
obedience, his bards will as a rule praise him as a defeater of 
Akbar himself We do not knoii if this is not the case with 
our poems also ' 

It IS not surpiismg that the later Bikanen tradition should 
have much eiiibcllishcd and even misicpresented the actual 
facts of riiii Jets “^I’s victori over Kaniran One instance of 
this IS the absurd storv that Kamran’s attack was provoked 
by a dam a«cctic of Bhatanera, who m revenge foi some 
offence received from rau Jeta Si, w eiit to the court of Kam- 
riiii and persuaded him to undertake an expedition agamst 
Bikanci Anothci instance is the wa 5 in which the Carana 
accounts attribute to KaranIjI — the tutelary goddess of Bika 
ncr, a CaranI ' — all the credit for the victory, much to the dis 
credit of rau Jota Si and of his nobles, who have nobody' to 
thank for their great achievement but their own valour, 
courage, and patriotism These Parnna accotmts say that at 
the sight of the vast Jlugal army' approaching, rau Jeta Si 
lost heart and fled to the shrine of Ka ranlil at Desanok a. and 
that in reply to his supplications the goddess appeared to hinn 
and told him to deli\ er a night attack that she would be onj 
hi? side J6ta Si did so and the moment he engaged the enemy,! 
Karanl]! through her supernatural power rained a hail of shafts 
on the Mugals vho were completely destroyed That KaranljI 
had not the least part in the battle or m the events preceding 
it IS most decisively' proved by' the tuo Chandas themselves, 
yyhicli though contemporary' y\ith the facts and though com- 
posed bv Caranas who ns such, had a special mterest m the 
exaltation of a goddess belonging to their particular caste, con- 
tain no mention of and no allusion whatever to Karanl]! A\ 
third instance is m the legend current in Bikaner that Kamran 
in his hurried retreat dropped his royal iimbiella near the 
village of Chotariy'6 and that it fell into the hands of his pui - 
suers

Of this valuable poem, the JHa Si rd Chanda bj Vlthu 
Su]o, two manuscripts only are extant to-dai , the one dated 
Samvat 1629, and the other, unfortunately of very little im- 
portance in that it is a derivation from the former, dated 
Samvat 1797-1811 Both are preserved m the Darbar Library 
m the Fort of Bikaner and I have for the sake of convenience 
marked them P and D respectively ' To edit a poem of the 
bulk, age anddifficidty of the t/e/a*Siro CAanrfa from manuscript 
matenals so scanty, mil seem, mdeed, bold if not rash also, 
but 1 may mention for my justification that the manusenpt P, 
apart from the fact that it is dated only about thirty years 
from the composition of the poem, is generally very accurate 
and reliable, and that the reading, except in very' few places, is 
absolutely safe, though the meanmg may sometimes be ambigu- 
ous and obscure Besides, it has seemed to me that as there 
are apparently no other copies of the Chanda in existence,— -at 
least mthm the hmits of the Bikaner State where, if anj'where, 
they would be most likely to be found, — there was no plaus- 
ible reason for delaying the pubhcation of a work which is 
important enough to deserve to be rescued from obhvion at 
the earhest possible moment One more word with regard to 
orthography In the edition of the text, conforming myself 
with the practice prevaihng m old manusenpts, I have adopted 
the archaic spellings at, ail in the place of the more recent 
at, au Whether the two vocal elements m the compounds at, 
au were still pronounced with a distmct hiatus at the time of 
Sujo, may be contested,* but it is certain that m the earlier 
half of the sixteenth century A t) , when the poem was written, 
the normal form of spellmg was still considered to be ax, au 
In fact, this form of spellmg is the one generally followed m
